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This  burial  yard  was  laid  out  about 
1 7 10,  at  the  time  the  church  was  estab- 
lished here,  and  interments  therein  were 
made  immediately.  The  first  person 
buried  was  Robert  Russell,  in  December 
of  that  year.  The  oldest  stone  now  re- 
maining in  the  yard  is  dated  1723.  The 
following  are  the  inscriptions  now  found 
therein  bearing  dates  prior  to  1S00.

WEST   PARISH     BURYING-GROUND. 

The  West  parish  burying-ground  in 
Andover  was  probably  laid  out  for  the 
purposes  of  burial  in  1791.  There  is  one 
stone  there  dated  1707,  but  it  was  one 
removed  there  probably  from  private  prop- 
erty or  from  another  cemetery.  The  fol- 
lowing are  all  the  inscriptions  to  be  found 
in  this  burying-ground  bearing  dates  prior 
to  1800.
